Chamberlain 
Speaks Out 


London, Dec. 21. 

Addressing the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, the Prime Minister, ex- 
pressed personal regret that it 
wag thought necessary to have 
another public discussion on 
foreign affairs as it was so 
difficult to say anything which 
would do good, and so easy to 
say much which could do harm. 
‘He emphasised that a China 
shop was not the safest nor the 
best place for a fencing match. 

Mr. Chamberlain reviewed recent 
j developments in European — aifairs, 
burticularly the visits of various 
statesmen to different countries, and 
asserted that the coriversations be- 
tween Lord Halifax and prominent 
Germans were confidential. He em- 
phasised that these conversations were 
not negotiations, and) thercfore no 
proposals had been more, no yledges 
given and no bargains struck. . What 
they had in mind, added Mr. Cham- 
berlain, was thé-establishment of per- 
sonal contact between members of 
His Majesty's Government and the 
German Chanecllor, to arrive, if 
possible, at a clearer understanding 
on both sides of the policy and out- 
look of both countries. 


ONUS ON JAPAN 
Replying later in the day to the 


debate on forcign affairs, and more}: 


particularly the Far East, Mr, Cham: 
berlnin-said:-"What-we are now doing 
is to await proof of the determinas 
tion and ability of the Japanese 
Government to prevent a recurrence 
of incidents,” 

“Wo are still anxlous to serve tho 
cause of peace by all honourable 
means open to us, but it must not 
be thought that our desire for peace 
and our patience, under repeated pro- 
vocation means we are either in- 
different to our international obliga- 
tlons, or that we are forgetful of our 
duty to protect British Interests. 

“It ls now for the Japanese Govern- 
ment to show that it, in its turn, is 
not unmindful of the rights and in- 
terests of foreigners, and that’ its 
assurances and apologics mean somc~ 
thing.more than words." 

In his preamble, the Premier said: 
“Whatever may the truth—whether 
the Japanese forced the war on 
China; or whether, as the Japanese 
apologists scem to indicate, Japan 
was forced to defend herself against 
Chinese aggression—it is certainly 2 
fact that no attempt was ever made 
by Jopan to seek a settlement by 
peaceful means.” ne 

Mr, Chamberlain also referred to 
the Japanese refusal to have any- 
thing to do with the Brussels Confer- 
ence, and declared that coercion 
would not have obtained the support 
of any member of the conference —

The speaker said in part: Beyond 
all other festivals, Christmas Is the 
onc most closcly associated with 
children. I want to tell you some- 
thing. about the children in this 
Colony who are Uving in less happy 
circumstances than those you will 
see In your own homes. 

There are mercifully no Scrooges 
in Hongkong and certainly no one 
with mulserly tendencies ever attends 
a meeting of the Hongkong Rotary’ 
Club, where there is always a spon- 
tancous response to any worthy ap- 
peal. 

This year, as in other years, the 
sutscriptions and donations of mem- 
bers of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Children’ have been 
generously supplemented by con- 
tributions from various athietic, re- 
ligious, artistic, and . educational 
bodics. We have derived a small 
income from the “Peel Fund", which 
most of you will remember was ins- 
Ututed as a farewell gift to a retiring 
Governor of the Colony who had 
displayed, not only natural sympathy 

with but also personal concern for 
the lot of the poorest children in the 
community of which he was the 
head. - 

We have also received ‘a Govern- 
ment grant of $5,000. 

From these different sources, the 
Socicty last ycar was entrusted ‘with 
$25,267. The expenditure was 5$26,- 
824, which means that we start the 
present year with fifteen hundred 
dollars leas in the bank than we had 
last year. 

The heads under which this money 
has been spent will be found in the 
statement of expenditure at the end 
of our report. I can solemnly assure 
you that the funds entrusted to the 
Soctety are very carefully spent, and,. 
though poverty is our cncemy, they

Through the generosity of Mr. Li 
Po-chun, a creche was opened in 
July of this year ot Clarence Ter- 
trace. Here mothers “who are in 
daily employment .moy have their 
children cared for while they are at 
work. Mr, Li Po-chun has been 
good enough to provide $100 per 
month towards the upkeep of. the 
creche, and the Society has assumed 
Uobllity for all addittonal expenses. 
During the half year that the creche 
has been operating, - these amounted 
to $790. 

The creche fo run in connection 
with the Society's Western centre 
by the Canadlan Sisters of Our Lady 
of the Angels. 

In June, the Hospital and Clinic 
at Shamshulpo run by the Chinese 
Sisters of the Precious Blood, was 
opened. This Institution provides 
increased and improved accommoda- | 
tion for children both as in-patients 
and as out-patients, ~ 

The Soclety has been in existence 
aince 1920, and in the present year 
some of our maintained children have 
passed out of our hands and, con- 
sequently, are no. longer a charge 
upon our funds. 

We hope to see each year more of 
these once hapless. children, whom 
the Society’s supporters rescued from 
destitution, emerging from the ins- 
titutions where they have been 
brought up, equipped to be useful 
members of society. 

Welfaro Centres 

’ The chief ond certainly the most 
urgent part of the Socicty’s work, is 
carried on at three welfare centres 
where ‘mothers bring children for 
advice and are given such necessities 
as ‘milk, cod-liver ofl and orange 
juice. Nursing mothers are given a 
special soup that helps to feed their 
children and combat beri-beri. 

From the Inspectors case reports 
we learn that the average monthly 
income of those helped this year was

operations elsewhere, as some of you 
may know to your cost. Yet why 


seminators of discase and why do 
some of them grow up to be what 
Americans call “public enemies"? 
Because they are: yictims of their 
exvironment and have -no- oppor. 
tunity to develop~ along normal 
lines. ; 

At Aberdeen Industrial Schoo] the 
ather day, His Excellency reminded 
us that the juvenile offenders caught 
by the police were, when they were 
born, no more criminally inclined 
than any others. They were the 
unfortunate product of their sur- 
roundings, Vice is an easier path 
than virtue. 

One of our directors told me re- 
cently of a quite young boy who 
smiled at the idea of a monthly wage 
of $30, a sum he said he could mnake 
in a morning by pickling pockets or 
some other form of petty theft. It Is 
not casy to tempt a to honest 
poverty when he can do so much 


better for himself in other ways. 

Yet, if something is not done by 
private or official endeavour to pro- 
vide an alternative to crushing 
poverty, they will find it themselves. 

I should ill requite the hospitality 
of the Rotary Club if I were to 
exaggerate, but, frankly, what are 
the alternatives they can find for 
themselves? Begging, petty theft 
leading to serious crime, the sale 
or abandonment of children—things 
baleful for them and for the cam- 
munity. Poverty there will always 
jbe and people can endure a great 
deal. But there is a ‘limit. 

The Undestrables 
Before I conclude, may I refute 
one argument which I have heurd 
against the work of the Society: that 
it encourages the undesirable poor to 
flock into the Colony. On the con- 
trary, in our work this year it has

Statement On 
‘Silver Policy | 
Anticipated - 
Amorica Waiting For 
Roosovelt Speech 


London, Dee. 21, 

President Roosevelt's engerly 
awalted statement regarding tho 
United States domestic silver price, 
it ls now thought by market circles, 
will be made on December 30 Instead 
of December 23, 4 
* Apart from the paramount questlo. 
of the “maintenance of 45 cents an 
ounce for forelgn silver, Mr, Roosevelt 
muy indicate whether ho is prepared 
tho expiring agreements 
with Mextco and other American 
producers under which the Unitdd 
States absorb the bulk of their pro- 
duction, In this connection the 
market considers as significant the 
recent talk between the Mexican 
Finance Minister and Mr, Morgen- 
thau, Treasury Secrelary. - 

It is renlised that discontinuance 
of the Mexican agreement would be 
disastrous for silver, which 
Mr. Roosevelt Is hardly lkely to 
bring about In view of the. con- 
sequent drop in value of American 
holdings. On the other hand the 
United States Government may use 
the expiry agreement os a bargaining 
weapon to Induce Mexico to adopt a 
more reasonable attitude with foreign 
oil producers. A feeling of nervous- 
ness was reflected In some Mexican 
bear sales last week. ’ 

. Market Optimistic 

The present nervousness is causcd 
by the realisntion that the recent 
price will not hold for long, but the 
upward adjustment indicatcs that 
the market on the whole takes u 
more optimistic view of the situntlon. 

It 1s pointed out that the technical 
position has much {mproved the bull 
interest and it ‘is now estimated that 
only 3,000,000 ounces are bigger than 
that of the bear, as compared with 
30,000,000 ounces previously. Also 
the bull position is held in very 
strong hands whereas the bear con- 
sists of numerous small continental 
and other sales.

The most far-sighted man-of Hongkong’s early history was per- 
haps its first colonial administrator—Captain Charles Elliot, R.N. He was 
not only an official of unusual foresight but also a man of fixed deter- 

’ mination and tenacity of purpose—a policy which whilst unpopular with 
many of his generation is nevertheless applauded by posterity; for it 
was largely due to his ceaseless efforts that envoys of Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment finally achieved, the right to appear on terms of equality before 


the Dragon Throne. 


Moreover, due to the fundamental steps of his 


’ diplomatic policy. China herself. reluctantly withdrew from her, age-old 
seclusion and entered into the comity of nations.

Very little is actually known of 
Eliiot’s life, but we presume that’ 
the time of his sojourn in the 
he was a man in the + thirtic 
eurly forties; hence, he was probably 
bern some me between 1790 and 
1800—a remarkable period of years 
which saw the birth of the majority 
of the leading Ogures’ In the carly 
‘history of our Colony We first hear 
of him In the year 1835 as on 
the three British Superintendents: of 
Trade charged with the diMcult task 
of overseeing and = regulating the 
immens problem of British trade 
with China. The importance of the 
post was momentous; for the Charter 

-of the Hon. East India Compiny 
had Just expired in the previous year 
and the two-century old monopoly of 
“John Company" hid been. declared 
at an end. z 

Consequently, the question of 
legitimate trade was in chaos, and 
the foreign setUement at Cunton was 
thronged with “free lance” traders— 
men of little capital whose sole sim 
was to get rich quick, and who had 
no scruples as to what means they 
might adopt fn order that they could 
make their “pile” so that they 
could return home in a few years 
whh the wealth ef Croesus. The 
ensicst and quickest way to acquire 
that competency was through the 
sale of opium—imported from_Indin 
and smuyxgled through the Canton 
delta with the connivance of some of 
the corrupt members of the Chinese 
mandarinate, 2 

The oplum trade soon frew to 
enormous proportions, and the cver- 
increnslng scale of profits brought out 
from England and the Continent the 
rag, tag and bob-tall of ex-soldiers, 
sailors und traders whose insatiable 

- rapacity for quick profits caused the 
emannging body of the Hon. Euast 
Indian Company to protest that “the 
whole coterie of unlicensed traders 
were wreaking havoc with the state 
of the China trade which had been 
slowly built up by the tedious, pains- 
taking efforts of generations of con- 
sclentious and faithful servants of 
the Company.” 

The result of thelr. petition, how- 
ever, was the appointment of Super- 
intendents of Trade—at Lintin near 
Hongkong, Whampon and at Cantan. 
Captain Eliot was the one who had 
been appointed te fll the Canton 
post, but the others were soon vacant 
ag. thelr occupants either resigned 
or returned to England, thus leaving 
the Captain in sole charge and filling 
what wan perhaps the most Import- 
ant'comimereial post of his day—the 
Superintendent ‘of British Trade for 
all China.

Canton, Dec, 21. 

It is reported that 800 Japancse 
troops landed in the Blas Bay district 
yesterduy morning at a point garri- 
soned by Commander Wong Man- 
tIn’s 1,000 anti-piracy guards. Some 
of the Chinese guards were recalled 
from the Po An district near. Hong- 
kong and they succeeded in repulsing 
the Japanese. 


A number of Japanese were kill- 
ed and they took their dead com- 
rades away after the engagement. 
Chinese casualtics numbered 40 or 50 
wounded. | 


It is believed that there were three | 


Japanese destroyers : ond two river 
runboats in support. The gunboats 
assisted by bombarding the Chinese 
position while six planes released 
bombs. 


When the reinforcements arrived 
the Chinese defenders went over the 
top and with fixcd bayoncts pursued 
the now retreating Japanese right 
down to the water. It was. in this 
counter-attack that the Chinese sus- 
tuined thelr greatest number of 
casualtics. ? 


. GEN, PE! RETURNS 


General Pei Chung-hst flew back to 
Kwangsi on Saturday. It seems 
“certain he will rush out of the pro- 
vince 500,000 militia of which part 
will be spared for the defence of 
Kwangtung. The flower of the 
Kwangtung army Js on the Central 
China front. 


To date Kwangsi has lost .very 
peavily in the war. Maybe half of 
her troops that went to Shanghai and 
Nanking have fallen in battle. She 
has lost her 44th Division (Com- 
mander, Wong Chun-pan), four re- 
gimental colonels and eight battalion 
leaders, all killed. At the battle of 
Purple Mountain General Wong: and 
a colonel were killed.—Our Own 
Correspondent.

Eden ‘Explains Policy 


London, Dee. 21. 

Mr. Anthony Eden, winding up the 
debate, categorically denied the suge 
#estion in certain quarters that the 
Government fntended to try and 
mike a settlement with Germany In 
the colonial tleld on the basis of a 
deal atthe expense of other colonial 
Powers. He added: “Just as we are 
not seekihg a solution to the colonial 
problem at the expense of 
Powrs, so we ure not secking ao 
solution of European diMculties at 
the expense of other Powers !n 
Europe.” : 

Referring to the Far East, Mr. Eden 
said that with regard to the advocacy 
of the Labour Members for sanctions, 
and that effective sanctions meant 
the risk, if not the certainty of war, 
nobody should contemplate any ‘uc- 
tion of that kind In the Far East un- 
less they were convinced they had an 
overwhelming force to back their 
pollcy. He pointed out that in the 
League of ‘Nations there were only 
two great naval Powers, Britaln and 
France, and an overwhelming force 
did not exist. Any course of actlon 
in the Far East must depend on the 
co-operation of other nations besides 
members of the League.

COSTLIEST EVER MADE 
“Take, for instance, the most ¢x- 
pensive card ever commissioned, 
Some years ngo un unknown man 
visited Sir Adolph Tuck, a member 
af‘the famous firm that has done 50 
much to popularise this form of 
greeting. . . 

He wanted 2 card that was _to be 
unique ns well as distinctive. It was 
to be specially designed and the 
verses had to be written specifically 
for him.

SECRETARY OF STATE 


After the resignatlon of C. E. 
Hughes in 1025, Kellogg succecded 
him as Scerctary of State and was 
followed in London by A, B. Hough- 
ton. His policy was one of non- 
intervention in the politics of Europe, 
but continucd co-operation in Its 
economic restoration. He hud the 
important advantage to a Seerctary 
of Stute of experience in the Senate 
which was friendly to him, but he 
was not a very forceful personality. 
In 1025, he declared that the can- 
collation of war-debts was out of the 
question, The Debts Commission, 
he sald, had lald down the test of 
capacity to pay and America had 
gone. as far us she could in re- 
cognising the losses and burdens of 
the debtor natlons: Kellogg would 
have nothing to do ‘with the con- 
ference of the signatories of the pro- 
tovol establishing the Permanent 
Court of International Justice, from 
which the U. S. held aloof. 

His term of office was largely taken 
up with disarmament questions, but 
he hid also to deal with difficult 
situations in China, Mexico and Nic- 
uragua, 

As regards the first-enamed he is- 
sued a declaration in 1927, that the 
U.S. was ready to negotiate with any 
Government representing China for 
the release of extra-territorini rights 
and the Imposition of the surtaxcs 
of the Washington Treaty, Indircetly 
abolishing tariff control and restoring 
| complete tariff! autonomy in China. 
He added that the U.S. would expect 
most-favourcd-nation ‘treatment and 
no discrimination against its citizens 
and that the open coor for trade 
should be maintained, and warned 
China that, if she could not protect 
American citizens, the U.S, itself 
would have to do so, Early in 1028 
he came toa scpurate 
with thie Nationalists regarding the 
Nanking outrages. ‘ z 


CELEBRATED PACT 


Kellogg stated in 1926, that’ the 
best method of armaments ‘Imitation 
was’ by regional. agreements, as a 
universal plan was in practice in- 
applicable. In 1928, he took up a 
proposal for the abolition of sub- 
_marines_and__tnid__ it before the 
Powers, but France 
smaller Powers would not entertain 
the idea. 

Meanwhile as a sequel. to the 
renewal ‘of the arbitration trenty 
with France and Brinnd's suggestion 
of a Franco-American pact outlaw- 
ing war, Kellogg put forward a pro- 
posal for a multilateral pact with 
that object to be signed by all the 
great Powers. Briand at first wished 
te confine ‘it to wars of aggression 
und pointed out that it must not con; 
filet with the obligations of coun- 
trices under -the . League Covenant. 
Ye waived the foriner point, but 
made various reservations . with the 
result tnot Kellogg and Brian: cach 
sent out his own version of a-draft 
pact to the Powers in 1928. Kellogg's 
plin wus that differences should be 
submitted to arbitration and that 
questions Involving Internal pulitics, 
a third Power, or the Monrov Doc- 
teIne should be excluded. 

In 1928, Americnn public opinion 
supported Kellogg by killing out- 
right in a sudden storm of ogitatlon 
the most extensive programme of 
«construction ever prepared by the 
“Navy Department. His proposal for o 
multilateral trenty for the renunica- 
tlon of war as an instrument of 
policy did not at first meet with a 
very good reception, but by July 14 
lending notions had accepted the pact 
and. by November there: were 58 
signatories, Although scoffed at 
in some quarters, the treaty was 
generally welcomed as a new and 
rubstantlal bulwark of peace and 25 
muking virtually: untenable by the 
U.S. a position of effectlve neutrality 
in any future war between  signa- 
torles of the pact.
